However, EP '950 fails to 
disclose or provide motivation for using an electrolyte containing a main nonaqueous 
solvent selected from the group consisting of ethylene carbonate, propylene carbonate, 
diethyl carbonate, methyl ethyl carbonate, and any mixture thereof. Because the 
reference does not disclose or suggest every feature of the claims, the rejection is 
Improper. Accordingly. Applicants respectfully request the rejection be withdrawn.
